Polio Clinic Planned 
For Next Wednesday 


- District-Health..Department N 
1, in cooperation with the schools 
of the five-county area, Roscom- 
mon, Missaukee, Wexford, Kalkas- 
ka and Crawford, is making plans 
for polio clinics to be held in the 
schools. 

Children eligible for these clin- 
ics are those 12 months of age 
rthrough- high--seheol who have 
never had any polio shots. These 
children will be given only their 
first two injections through this 
clinic service at a cost of 50c per 
injection, since the health depart- 
ment no longer receives free vac- 


cine. This fee will be collected at 
the time of the clinic, 

Parents who have children in 
any grade in school must fill out 
and sign the parent request card 
before their child can be given 
the First Polio Injection at school. 
Paterits who have preschool chii- 
dren between the ages of 12 
months and five-years can fill out 
the request card at the clinic.
